H K R K is always fear of a coal strike, and such 
fear is justified by its frequency. There is 


one on now in the east. 
The difference between 


the miners and operators, does not appear to be 
very well understood, but it is prospect that the 
public, especially the people of the east will suffer 
if the struggle continues. 


The anthracite miners have gone out and have 


called out the pumpmen and have threatened to 
also call out the workmen in the soft coal mines, if 
their demands are not acceded to, thus bringing 
half a million ni3ii into the labor ivar and practical- 
ly stopping the production of coal. 


Already the efiects of the strike are being felt 


in the east. Several small factories have had to 
close down and larger ones are likely to follow suit, 
and even railroads will be hampered in their opera- 
tions if the strike proves a long one.

o.i hand anywhere, and this gives the strikers an 
apparent advantage 
The neus that the pumpmen, 


engineers and firemen have promptly responded to 
the call, increases the gravity of the situation 


The operators refuse the offer of the miners ,to 


arbitrate. The Civic Federation is exerting itself 
to bring about a settlement, but the operators refuse 
to listen to it. Some eastern newspapers are de- 
m inding that the operators be made to arbitrate, 
but they fail'to tell how they can be so forced. The 
better wiy svonld be for the federal authorities to 
ma'-ce some move against the coal combine, such as. 
ib now being made against the beef trust.

foriml or informal it may be, or whether or not it is 
i i violation of-the anti-trust law is something per- 
hap-, to be ascertained, but that it controls the" pro- 
duction of coal a.s well as the price of that article, 
will not be disputed by any intelligent person.
